The xysms grew less fre- 
nent, and it is now two weeks since 
the patient showed any signs of one. 
The physicians think his complete ro- 
covery is certain.

Rights of Passengers. 

A passenger boarded a train of the St. 
Paul. Minneapolis & Manitoba Railway 
Company, and before he learned that he 
could get no seat the train was going at a 
high rate of speed. On his fair being de- 
manded the plaintiff refused to pay it unless 
a seat was provided for him, offering, how- 
ever, to pay if a seat was provided. The 
Supreme Court of Minnesota held (Harden- 
burg versus the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba Railway Company) that the pas- 
senger had a right to refuse to pay the fare, 
and that he did not thereby become a tres- 
passer. The Court said that a passenger 
has a right to aseat,and thata railroad 
having the right to eject from its train one 
not a trespasser must do so at a regular 
station. 


A Perpetual Railroad Pass. 

A perpetual railroad pass is a pretty rare 
thing to have, but a man living in Attles- 
borough, on the line of the Boston & Provi- 
dence’ railroad, possesses one of these 
passes. In 1836, when the Boston & Provi- 
dence was being built, Mr John C. Dodge 
conveyed to it a portion of his land in con- 
sideration that. he and his family should 
ride free over the railroad as long as the 
land was used for railroad purposes. A 
grandson of Mr. Dodge lately claimed that 
he was entitled to the privileges named 
under the deed, and that the word family 
meant descendants“ of the grantor. The 
railroad company opposed the demand, but 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts de- 
cidect that the rat'rou] mast carry free the 
uC u.ccratotlis of xf ’ Dune Tor ul time.
